What wo olaim as our inv e ntion is: the t e chnology of cracker production that 
consists in adding fin e ly ground herbs or wat e r, oil, or alcohol bas e d solutions of h e rbal 
substanc e s into th e dough during dough Icn e ading b e fore crack e rs are balc e d or adding oil 
or alcohol bas e d solution to th e surface of crackers aft e r they are bak e d. The healing 
eff e ct of the product dep e nds on th e combination of h e rbs added to crack e rs during th e ir 
production. 

W e claim that our t e chnolog)^ allows producing crack e rs poss e ssing h e aling 
properti e s by using three different methods. The choic e of each method depends on 
c e rtain r e quir e ments th e product must satisfy and th e type of e quipm e nt us e d by diff e rent 
crack e r manufactur e rs. 

1 . The first claim regarding the technology of cracker production witii addition of 
herbal substances to improve the condition of sick people consists in adding finely 
ground herbs or water, oil, or alcohol-based solutions of herbal substances into the dough 
during dough kneading before the process of baking begins. 

2. The second claim regarding the technology of cracker production with addition 
of herbal substances consists of two sequential steps: 

2.1 The first step consists in preparing an oil-based solution of herbal 
substances. 

2.2 The second step consists in applying the above mentioned oil-based 
solution to the surface of crackers after the process of baking is 
complete. A cracker is used as a sponge that absorbs the oil-based 
solution of herbal substances. 
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3, The third claim regarding the technology of cracker production to improve the 
condition of sick people consists of three sequential steps: 

3.1 The first step consists in preparing an alcohol-based solution of herbal 
. substances. 

3.2 The second step consists in applying the above mentioned alcohol-based 
solution to the surface of crackers after the process of baking is complete. This 
method, similarly to the second method, allows using a cracker as a sponge 
that absorbs the alcohol-based solution of herbal substances. 

3.3 The third step consists in evaporating alcohol firom the surface of a cracker 
at the temperature of 70® C. 
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
